“Thesa printera have been obtaiged
by a eanvass of the various parts of
the United Siatex by men representing
the Typothetas, and also by graduates
of the schools for machine operators
now in successful operation in New
York City, Philadelphia, Doston, Chi-
cago, Kansas City, Omaba, and else-
where, In these schools, as our ex-
perience  shows, competent machine
operators may be turned out i from
sixty to ninety days and cam produce
more work than is now befag produeed
under union econditions and restrictions
